1 . Claims 8 through36 are pending. Claims 1 through 7 have been cancelled. 
Claims 8 through 36 have been newly added. Applicants' claim to foreign priority from 
application GERMANY 102 49 378.2 filed September 23, 2002 is acknowledged. The 
amendments and arguments filed January 4, 2008 have been entered and carefully 
considered. 

2. Applicant has cancelled claims 1 through 7, thereby obviating the rejection of 
claims 1 through 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) and the objection to claims 4 through 7 
under 37 CFR 1.75. 

3. Applicants' arguments filed January 4, 2008 in regard to the inapplicability of the 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of the subject matter of cancelled claims 1 through 3 has 
been considered and found to be persuasive. Forlin does not teach an oxygen and 
nitrogen component in an offgas stream (vent gas in the case of Forlin). Greco can be 
considered non-analogous art and therefore would not have provided motivation to 
combine the teachings of Forlin. 

4. The process for the continuous recirculation (compression/distillation/ 
epoxidation) of unreated olefin is considered to be non-obvious over the art. 

5. The newly entered claims introduced no new matter.
